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Electrical Company (Elmar N.V.) in Aruban students in Holland 
Judicial Debate Over Employee ge t update on student 

Salaries insurance 



After many internal delibera¬ 
tions, meetings and discus¬ 
sions in an effort to avoid a 
court case, notwithstanding a 
group of Elmar employees de¬ 
cided to proceed with legal 
proceedings against their em¬ 
ployer. Thirty employees with 
individual contracts are insist¬ 
ing on a drastic change in the 
manner in which their salaries 
are paid. This change could re¬ 
sult in a retroactive payment of 
in the excess of 1 million 
Florins with a subsequent con¬ 
sequence for the current pay¬ 
roll and for the future. This 
will also imply a heavy blow to 
the pension fund of the very 
same employees in question. 

The discussion regarding 
this issue emerged since 2005, 
when Elmar’s management de¬ 
cided at that time reached an 
agreement with this group of 
employees known as company 
“staff’ to arrange their in¬ 
creases separate from their 
salaries. 

In essence, these employees 
are eligible from time to time 
to receive anywhere from 
FIs. 100 to FIs.300 gratifica¬ 
tions on their monthly salaries. 
These gratifications are based 
on performance appraisals and 
are dependent on each em¬ 
ployee’s particular function 
and salary scale. The agree¬ 
ment reached back in 2005 in¬ 
dicates that at each new 


Collective Working Agreement 
for all employees, the group of 
43 “staff’ members would be 
entitled to all benefits and in¬ 
creases of the CWA. However, 
increases with respect to per¬ 
formance the company would 
pay these out in a lump sum. 
This means that in the event 
the employee was entitled to a 
FIs.300 performance increase, 
the company would with hold 
this and at the end of the year 
the employee would receive 
FIs. 3600 as a one-time pay¬ 
ment in addition to his regular 
salary. 

Elmar N.V. has a total of 
155 employees, which in¬ 
cludes 43 who have individual 
working agreements and are 
not included in the general 
CWA. The individual contracts 
allows the company to pay 
these 43 employees slightly 
higher salaries but that they are 
not eligible for overtime pay¬ 
ment nor can they participate 
in any strike action or work 
slow down. 

To retract the original 
agreement, the company 
would be forced to correct the 
salaries of each individual em¬ 
ployee working back 6 years to 
date. This, reportedly, will cost 
Elmar more or less 1 million 
Florins. What’s more, this will 
have certain repercussions on 
the monthly salary expenses of 
the 43 employees in question 


which is about l/3rd of the 
company’s personnel. 

In addition to this, the 
biggest negative effect of this 
measure will be to the Com¬ 
pany’s Pension Program 
(SBA). This is the foundation 
which manages the pension 
program for employees of 
Elmar. Ironically, the SBA has 
for some years, indicated that 
they foresee problems with 
maintaining solvency because 
of the high salaries being paid 
employees. Should they imple¬ 
ment the changes that the 30 
employees are requesting, this 
will seriously jeopardize the 
pension fund today and well 
into the future. In the past the 
performance increases were 
not part of the salaries, conse¬ 
quently these were not part of 
the calculation for pensions, 
hence had no bearing on the 
pension fund. 

Management of Elmar is 
now extremely concerned 
about this new development, 
since they made every effort to 
convince these employees that 
there was nothing else they 
could have done for the best 
interest of the company. Nev¬ 
ertheless, these employees 
chose to continue with a court 
case, which may even have 
negative consequences as far 
reaching as the clients of 
Elmar. The company, report¬ 
edly, has financial difficulty in 
meeting the conditions of the 
current CWA, let alone an in¬ 
crease as proposed by these 
employees. In the event a 
change is mandated, this will 
most certainly result in an in¬ 
crease in the electricity tariffs, 
something that Elmar has dili¬ 
gently tried to avoid for many 
years. 

The civil case tendered by 
30 of the employees against 
Elmar was scheduled to take 
place yesterday, Tuesday, May 
3rd at 10:30 in the morning. 
Lawyer, Edwin Dijneveld de¬ 
fended the employees and 
Milly Schwengle represented 
the interests of Elmar N.V. 


Of late, student insurances 
are in the news in Holland. 
For this reason, Director of 
Arubahuis, mr. Desiree Croes 
is providing students explicit 
instructions regarding the 
matter of insurance in Hol¬ 
land and of the problems sur¬ 
rounding the so-called and 
disputed “Zorgtoeslag” 
(Care-Allowance). 

Every citizen in Holland, 
including foreigners with re¬ 
sidence permits, must be in¬ 
sured. This is obligatory. The 
various insurances are known 
as the People’s Insurances 
(Volksverzekeringen) and are 
mandatory general insur¬ 
ances. One of these insur¬ 
ances is the Algemene Wet 
Bijzondere Ziektekosten 
(AWBZ) (General Legal Par¬ 
ticular Sickness Coverage). 
There is a decree on this par¬ 
ticular insurance which states 
that, among others, the details 
of those insured are to be re¬ 
gulated in further detail. The 
AWBZ stipulates that every 
citizen of the Netherlands is 
mandatorily insured. On the 
other hand, the legal decree 
(article 20) stipulates that 
anyone coming to the Nether¬ 
lands to study and is less than 
30 years of age will be ex¬ 
empted from obligatory in¬ 
surances (Holland’s People 
Insurances). This means that 
any student who is employed 
and/or is older than 30 years 
of age is not exempt from the 
obligatory insurance. This 
particular decree is contradic¬ 
tory to article 8 of the very 
same decree, which was im¬ 
plemented to ensure that a 
Dutch student who for study 
purposes is living outside of 
Holland remains insured ac¬ 
cording to the obligatory 
Dutch insurance. This report¬ 
edly avoids any double insur¬ 
ance. 

One interesting aspect of 
this legal article is that there 
is no mention of the Dutch 
Kingdom, simply of Holland; 



neither is there any reference 
to the Dutch nationality. 
Hence, the exclusion is not 
based on nationality, but on 
country. The impression is 
created that when this law 
was created there was no 
thought given to Aruban and 
Antillean students coming 
from outside of the Nether¬ 
lands with the express pur¬ 
pose of studying in Holland. 
Apparently, and perhaps un¬ 
intentionally, our students 
have received a totally differ¬ 
ent kind of treatment, one 
equal to foreign students in 
Holland. In the past, insu¬ 
rance companies, based on 
article 20, have refused to en¬ 
sure our students in the “Peo¬ 
ple’s Insurances” program. 

In the light of this, the 
Arubahuis decided to design 
a private insurance program 
for our Aruban students. This 
private insurance program 
complies with all the require¬ 
ments stipulated in the Dutch 
obligatory general insurance 
law; which makes this a truly 
legal insurance program. 
Notwithstanding, Arubahuis 
continued to explore the pos¬ 
sibility for insuring our 
Aruban students in like fash¬ 
ion as all other Dutch stu¬ 
dents studying in Holland.

Sub recover second Bin Laden death will not affect 
Air France black box al-Qaeda: Egypt Jihad leader 


PARIS, France - Search teams 
have retrieved the second 
black box flight recorder of an 
Air France plane that crashed 
in the Atlantic in 2009 en 
route from Rio to Paris, 
killing 228 people, French in¬ 
vestigators said Tuesday. 

’’The investigation team lo¬ 
calised and identified the 
Cockpit Voice Recorder 
(CVR) at 2150 UTC (GMT) 
on Monday 2 May, 2011," 
France's Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion and Analysis (BEA) said 
in a statement. 

The recorder was "in good 
condition," BEA chief Jean- 
Paul Troadec told AFP, 
adding: "The chassis, the 
module and even the under¬ 
water locator beacon is there." 

The find by the robot sub¬ 
marine could be a break¬ 
through in the investigation 
into the disaster, as the boxes 
may hold crucial data that 
could enable BEA investiga- 
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tors to determine the cause of 
the crash. 

An attempt will be made to 
recover bodies of victims 
from the 2009 Rio-Paris flight 
crash into the Atlantic "in the 
next 24 to 48 hours," a source 
close to investigators told 
AFP on Tuesday. 

The source was cautious 
however about the chances of 
recovering the bodies of the 
228 people , given the length 
of time since the June 2009 
accident. 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - A 
founding member of Egypt's 
Islamic Jihad and friend of Al- 
Qaeda's new chief Ayman Al- 
Zawahiri told AFP Tuesday 
that Osama bin Laden's death 
will not affect the organisation 
and pleaded against revenge 
attacks. 

Aboud al-Zumur, who was 
in jail with Zawahiri after the 
assassination of Egyptian pres¬ 
ident Anwar Sadat in 1981, 
said bin Laden was a "martyr" 
whose death at the hands of 


Governor to challenge 
Venezuela's Chavez in 


2012 



CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- The popular governor of 
Venezuela's Miranda state an¬ 
nounced plans Tuesday to run 
for the presidency in 2012, 
challenging firebrand Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez. 

Henrique Capriles, 38, said 
he would seek the endorse¬ 
ment of a divided opposition 
movement to challenge 
Chavez. 

"I would like to announce 
today to the nation that I will 
take a step forward," said the 
governor of the second-most 
populous state in Venezuela. "I 
would work to allow us to 
build a Venezuela for every¬ 
one." 

The announcement comes 
with a number of opposition 
groups ranging from center- 


left to conservative, planning a 
primary next February to 
name a candidate to run 
against Chavez, an elected 
leftist-populist. Foes charge 
Chavez has increasingly 
sought to undercut opposition 
in addition to his nationaliza¬ 
tions and extremely close ties 
with Communist Cuba. 

"I don't want to be presi¬ 
dent of a group, I want to be 
president of all Venezuelans," 
Capriles said. 

Polls show Capriles has the 
broadest support among the 
opposition. 

The opposition, which boy¬ 
cotted elections in 2005, is 
now seeking to present a uni¬ 
fied front against Chavez. In 
legislative elections last Sep¬ 
tember, the opposition made a 
strong showing even though 
Chavez's ruling party held on 
to a majority with 98 of 165 
seats. 

Chavez, a harsh critic of the 
United States, is seeking a new 
term in 2012 after 12 years in 
office. 

Thanks to a constitutional 
amendment passed during his 
time in office, in 2009, 
Venezuela now allows unlim¬ 
ited re-election for all public 
offices. 


US special forces in Pakistan 
"will solve nothing." 

"Al-Qaeda is not a person, 
it is an institution," said 
Zumur, who was freed from 
prison after a popular revolt 
ousted president Hosni 
Mubarak in February. 

Speaking in Cairo, Zumur 
pleaded with bin Laden's sym¬ 
pathisers not to take revenge 
for the jihadist leader's assassi¬ 
nation. 

"I say to them, be patient. 
Don't seek revenge. If you at¬ 
tack tourists or embassies, you 
will be attacking innocents." 
The US State Department is¬ 
sued a warning to its citizens 
abroad after bin Laden's death. 

Zumur said the mass 
protests that toppled the 
regimes in both Tunisia and 
Egypt had sapped support for 
militant groups because they 
showed there was another way 
to confront tyrants. 

He said the Islamic Jihad 
and another former militant 



group, Al-Gamaa al-Islamiya, 
were forming political parties 
to compete in a parliamentary 
election in September. 

Zumur said that Zawahiri, 
the 59-year-old surgeon and 
former Islamic Jihad member 
who has long been considered 
the real mastermind in Al- 
Qaeda's war against the United 
States and Arab regimes, is a 
"dear friend." 

Zawahiri, Al-Qaeda num¬ 
ber two, is now set to succeed 
bin Laden as the world's most 
wanted man. 


101 journalists killed 
across the globe in 2010: 
IPI 


VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - The 
number of journalists killed 
across the globe last year hit 
101, the second highest figure 
since the 1990s, the Interna¬ 
tional Press Institute (IPI) said. 

The most dangerous region 
was Asia, with 40 journalists 
killed, 15 of them in Pakistan, 
the group said. 

Thirty-two journalists were 
killed in the Americas, making 
it the second most dangerous 
continent. 

"Although the number of 
journalists killed, 101, was 
down, compared to 2009 when 
110 died — including dozens in 
a massacre in the Philippines - 
- the final tally was still the 
second-worst annual figure 
since IPI’s Death Watch began 


in the early 1990s," a state¬ 
ment by the organisation said. 

The IPI also said the num¬ 
ber of countries where journal¬ 
ists were being killed had 
risen, "indicating that the 
threat to journalists is widen¬ 
ing." 

Pakistan became the dead¬ 
liest country with 15 deaths, 
followed by Mexico (12) and 
Honduras (10). 

Over the last five years 472 
journalists have been killed 
across the world, most of them 
in Iraq and in the Philippines. 

In 2009, 32 journalists died 
in a massacre in the southeast 
Asian country as they accom¬ 
panied a local election candi¬ 
date in the Maguindanao 
province

Aruban Students in Holland

Every month when we re¬ 
ceive our utility bills we are 
dismayed because of the 
charges being compounded 
by the so-called “brandstof- 
clausule” - the energy sur¬ 
charge. 

At the onset of the year 
2011, we lived with the hope 
that within a few months we 
would be rid of this heavy fi¬ 
nancial burden. However, it 
appears from recent state¬ 
ments made by officials that 
the energy surcharge is far 
from dead and may live for 
quite some time to come, 
perhaps may never die. 

Reportedly, utility cost in 
Aruba is cheaper than in 


some other countries, includ¬ 
ing the Caribbean, even 
cheaper than in Curacao. 
While this may be so, that is 
not necessarily relevant to 
us. That people in other 
countries pay more for water 
and light than we do in 
Aruba can never justify 
Aruba’s high utility cost. 
Nor does this knowledge 
make it easier for us to come 
up with the cash to foot our 
high utility bills! 

By our own standard, it is 
a heavy burden for the 
greater part of the Aruban 
community. 

Everyone agrees that 
there MUST be a way, there 


must be a method, and there 
must be something that we 
can do to eliminate the en¬ 
ergy surcharge. We must be¬ 
come creative and find the 
magic solution to our high 
utility cost. Reportedly, it 
was heralded that after one 
year the energy surcharge 
would be gone. Now, it ap¬ 
pears a new song is being 
sung, that it may not happen 
in a year, or two, or even 
three! Where are our genius 
minds, our utility brain child 
who can wave the miracle 
wand and get us out of this 
financial dilemma? 

It has been hinted that 
everyone will be able to in¬ 
stall solar panels to reduce 
dependence on the electric¬ 
ity company (Elmar) and 
significantly lower utility 
cost. However, no one has 
indicated who will be paying 
for the solar panels. Inquiries 
with companies specializing 
in their installation reveal it 
can be extremely expensive. 

There is an initial pur¬ 
chase and then subsequent 
regular maintenance. Can 
those on a minimum wage 
income, which, according to 
sources is about 45% or 
more of the population, af¬ 
ford a solar panel? It is pre¬ 
cisely this group in our 
community who feels the 
brunt of the energy sur¬ 
charge more than anyone 
else. 

Well, the cry is real, the 
cry is persistent....we want 
to be rid of the energy sur¬ 
charge, or some other solu¬ 
tion to bring the high cost of 
utilities down. Will the en¬ 
ergy brain child please come 
forth and bail us out of this 
situation ASAP....that is, 
this week yet!?

In view of the article 20 de¬ 
cree, in 2006 the Arubahuis 
issued a communique in¬ 
forming all Aruban students 
to not apply for or make use 
of the income compensation 
granted for payment of insur¬ 
ance premiums, the so-called 
care-allowance. 

In order to be eligible for 
the compensation (care-al¬ 
lowance) they must be: 

1. Dutch citizen, 

2. Adult, 

3. Have a very low in¬ 
come, 

4. Have the obligatory 
general Dutch insurance. 

Despite this information, 
several students still received 
the Care-Allowance which 
the Tax Office has now levied 
on them. 

One student decided to 
take the matter to court after 
being levied the repayment of 
the Care-Allowance from the 
Tax Office. The particular 
student is unknown to 
Arubahuis, but the student’s 
circumstances appear to be 
identical to our Aruban stu¬ 
dents. The Judge in that case 
ruled in favor of the student 
in question. 

The moment that the ver¬ 
dict was out, Arubahuis in¬ 
formed our students of the 
contents of the Judge’s rul¬ 
ing. Arubahuis is proceeding 
cautiously, however, since it 
is not quite certain whether 
the situation of the student 
who went to court is, indeed, 
identical to the situation of 


our Aruban students in gen¬ 
eral. 

Arubahuis also indicated 
that they are of the opinion 
that the Judge did not take 
into consideration article 20 
of the Decree. It appears that 
the decision of the court was 
based on a comparison of a 
private insurance program 
and the general obligatory in¬ 
surance. According to the 
Judge the private program is 
in complete compliance with 
the legal requirements stipu¬ 
lated in the obligatory insur¬ 
ance. 

Several Aruban students, 
under the guidance of 
Arubahuis have submitted 
formal statements of objec¬ 
tion against the payment of 
the Care-Allowance. Thus 
far, one student has received 
notification in his favor and 
that without going to court, 
while for two other students 
their statements of objection 
were rejected and are now 
obliged to take the matter to 
court. The Judge will have 
the final word in their case. 

Arubahuis is committed to 
keeping all students in Hol¬ 
land and the Aruban public 
up to date on this matter. For 
more information one can re¬ 
quest a copy of the Judge’s 
first decision from Desiree 
Croes or Mrs. Diaz at the de¬ 
partment of Education, or 
from one of the Jurists in the 
Judicial Department at the 
Arubahuis.

Leeuwen warned that “Heart 
Disease is the #1 killer of 
women over a certain age, for 
more than cancer; once a 
woman has reached meno¬ 


pause, she has just as much 
chance of having a heart attack 
as any man.” 

Heart Disease among chil¬ 
dren is more prevalent than 
imagined, as hereditary influ¬ 
ences can cause heart condi¬ 
tions in infants, which can also 
be a result of congenital de¬ 
fects caused by the mother tak¬ 
ing hypertension medication, 
certain antibiotics or undergo¬ 
ing chemo or radiology ther¬ 
apy while pregnant. 

The seminar will include a 
cooking demonstration by Dr. 
R. Angela and noted nutrition¬ 
ist in the Windows on Aruba 
kitchens, which will then be 
served for all to sample. A 
lively program full of interes¬ 
ting material and entertaining 
activities is planned.

Ancient ’nutcracker' man 
preferred salad: study

'Million-dollar sharks' a 
boon to eco-tourism: report 


PARIS (AFP) - A single reef 
shark can be worth nearly 
two million dollars in tourism 
revenue over its lifetime, ac¬ 
cording to a study released 
Monday by researchers in 
Australia. 

The analysis from the Pa¬ 
cific island nation of Palau 
shows that sharks — hunted 
worldwide for their fins, a 
Chinese delicacy — are worth 
many times more to some 
local economies alive than 
dead. 

’’Sharks can literally be a 
’million-dollar’ species and a 
significant economic driver,” 
said lead author Mark 
Meekan, a scientist at the 


Australian Institute of Marine 
Science. 

”Our study shows that 
these animals can contribute 
far more as a tourism re¬ 
source than as a catch target,” 
he said in a statement. 

Sharks have reigned at the 
top of the ocean food chain 
for hundreds of millions of 
years. 

But because they mature 
slowly and produce few off¬ 
spring, the consummate ma¬ 
rine predators have proven 
vulnerable to industrial-scale 
fishing. 

Tens of millions of the 
coastal and open-water 
sharks are harvested every 


year to supply a burgeoning 
appetite for meat and espe¬ 
cially shark-fin soup. 

The researchers found that 
the annual value to the Palau 
tourism industry of an indi¬ 
vidual reef shark at one of the 
country’s major scuba-diving 
sites is 179,000 dollars 
(121,000 euros) a year, or 
about 1.9 million dollars (1.3 
million euros) over the ani¬ 
mal's lifetime. 

Shark diving accounts for 
about eight percent of the tiny 
country's GDP and 14 percent 
of its business tax base. It 
also generates more than a 
million dollars annually in 
salaries. 

In 2009, Palau became the 
first country in the world to 
declare all of its territorial 
waters to be a shark sanctu¬ 
ary, followed last year by 
Honduras and The Maldives. 

The US state of Hawaii, 
the territories of Guam and 
the Northern Marianas, and 
the Republic of the Marshall 
Islands have all banned the 
possession, sale or distribu¬ 
tion of shark fins. 


WASHINGTON) - He had 
the powerful jaws and big 
chompers to crack the tough¬ 
est of shells, but a new study 
has shown that the ancient 
human relative known as 
"Nutcracker Man” actually 
preferred to munch on grass. 

"It most likely was eating 
grass, and most definitely 
was not cracking nuts,” said 
University of Utah geo¬ 
chemist Thure Cerling, lead 
author of the study published 
in the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

With molars about triple 
the size of a modern man's, 
the human ancestor, Paran- 
thropus boisei, is believed to 
have roamed the Earth be¬ 
tween 1.2 million and 2.3 
million years ago. 

A skull found in Tanzania 
in 1959 quickly drew the 
nickname "Nutcracker Man” 
because of its giant teeth, but 
US and Kenyan researchers 
now say the species grazed 
on the same wild fields as the 
ancestors of zebras, pigs and 
hippos. 

"They were competing 
with them," said Cerling. 


"They were eating at the 
same table.” 

Researchers used a drill to 
pulverize tooth enamel, taken 
from already broken tooth 
samples from 22 individuals 
who lived in that period, and 
examined carbon isotope ra¬ 
tios that revealed what kind 
of food they were eating. 

They could see that the 
specimens ate tropical 
grasses and herbs that use C4 
photosynthesis, and not 
leaves, nuts and fruits that 
use C3 photosynthesis, the 
study said. 

Only one similar diet has 
been seen in an extinct 
species of grass-eating ba¬ 
boon, the reearchers said. 

"The high proportion of 
C4 vegetation in the diet of 
Paranthropus boisei makes it 
different from any other ho- 
minin to date,” said co-author 
Kevin Uno of the University 
of Utah. 

"The results make an ex¬ 
cellent case for isotope 
analysis of teeth from other 
members of our family tree, 
especially from East 
Africa.”

US takes aim at drugs that 
promise sex disease 'cure' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government said it is 
launching an effort to remove 
from the market a host of 
drugstore products that prom¬ 
ise to cure HIV, herpes, 
chlamydia and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

Products including Me- 
davir, Herpaflor, Viruxo, C- 
Cure, and Never An Outbreak, 
were among those targeted in 
the joint action by the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion. 

"These products are dan¬ 
gerous because they are tar¬ 
geted to patients with serious 
conditions, where treatment 
options proven to be safe and 
effective are available," said 


Deborah Autor, director of the 
Office of Compliance in 
FDA’s Center for Drug Eval¬ 
uation and Research. 

"Consumers who buy these 
products may not seek the 
medical attention they need 
and could spread infections to 
sexual partners." 

The agencies "issued mul¬ 
tiple letters to companies 
warning that their products vi¬ 
olate federal law," a statement 
said. 

"The joint action is the first 
step in keeping these un¬ 
proven items from being sold 
to the public and preventing 
consumers from being mis¬ 
led." 

Some of the products, sold 
in retail stores or online, are 


marketed as "dietary supple¬ 
ments" but since they promise 
to treat disease they cannot be 
sold in interstate commerce 
without an FDA approval for 
a new drug application. 

The statement issued by 
the FDA did not give details 
on how many drugs are being 
targeted, but more informa¬ 
tion could follow during a 
press conference later in the 
day. 

The letters notify the com¬ 
panies involved that they have 
15 days to correct any viola¬ 
tions, or face "legal action, in¬ 
cluding seizure and 
injunction, or criminal prose¬ 
cution," the FDA statement 
said. 


Obese People Have Less Satisfying 
Sex Lives: Study 



— Obesity may lower levels of 
sexual satisfaction, especially 
for women, a new study 
shows. 

Duke University re¬ 
searchers studied 91 obese 
men and 134 obese women 
who completed a sexual func¬ 
tioning questionnaire before 
enrolling in a weight loss 
study. The questionnaire cov¬ 


ered nine areas: interest, de¬ 
sire, arousal, orgasm, satis¬ 
faction, behavior, rela¬ 
tionship, masturbation and 
sexual problems. 

"We found that there was 
lower sexual satisfaction and 
lower sexual quality of life 
among women than men, 
and overall sexual quality of 
life was low among both 
groups," Dr. Truls Ostbye, a 
professor in the department 
of community and family 
medicine, said in a Duke 
news release. 

The researchers also com¬ 
pared the obese patients' scores 
to the results from a group of 
cancer survivors and a general 
population group. Obese 
women's scores were lower 
than both those groups' scores, 
while obese men's scores were 
between the scores of the can¬ 
cer survivors and the general 


population group. 

"Our findings contribute to 
a growing body of research 
that indicates obesity is associ¬ 
ated with reduced sexual func¬ 
tioning and sexual quality of 
life among both men and 
women," Ostbye said. 

Doctors should be aware of 
this issue and invite obese pa¬ 
tients to talk about it, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

"Obese patients welcome 
the opportunity to discuss the 
effects of their weight on qual¬ 
ity of life, including sexual 
quality of life," said study co¬ 
author and clinical psycholo¬ 
gist Ronette L. Kolotkin. 
"Because so many obese indi¬ 
viduals experience discrimina¬ 
tion and prejudice, they 
appreciate providers who cre¬ 
ate a warm, supportive envi¬ 
ronment in which to discuss 
these sensitive issues." 


Afghanistan 'worst 
place to be a mother' 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Afghanistan is the worst place 
in the world to be a mother and 
Norway is the best, with stark 
differences in conditions for 
women and children in the two 
countries, a report released re¬ 
cently said. 

In Afghanistan and the nine 
other countries at the bottom of 
the Mothers' Index, compiled 
by the nonprofit group Save 
the Children, mothers and their 
children endure "grim condi¬ 
tions," with one in six kids 
dying before age five and one 
in three suffering from malnu¬ 
trition. 

Nearly half the population 
in the worst countries to raise 
kids lack access to clean water, 
and only four girls for every 
five boys are enrolled in pri¬ 
mary school. 

Most of the other bottom- 
ranked countries in the index 
are in sub-Saharan Africa. 
From worst to less bad, they 
are Niger, Guinea-Bissau, 
Yemen, Chad, Democratic Re¬ 
public of Congo, Eritrea, Mali, 
Sudan and the Central African 
Republic, the index says. 


The top 10 countries, in 
order, were the five Nordic na¬ 
tions of Norway, Iceland, Swe¬ 
den, Denmark and Finland; 
followed by Australia, New 
Zealand, Belgium, the Nether¬ 
lands and France. Women and 
children enjoy excellent 
health, education and eco¬ 
nomic conditions in these 
countries, the report says. In 
Norway, for instance, "skilled 
health personnel are present at 
virtually every birth" while in 
Afghanistan, only 14 percent 
of births are attended. 

The average life expectancy 
for a Norwegian woman is 83 
years; in Afghanistan, it is 45. 

More than eight in 10 Nor¬ 
wegian women use a modern 
method of contraception, and 
only 1 in 175 will lose a child 
before his or her fifth birthday. 

"At the opposite end of the 
spectrum, in Afghanistan... less 
than 16 percent of women are 
using modem contraception, 
and one child in five dies before 
reaching age five. At this rate, 
every mother in Afghanistan is 
likely to suffer the loss of a 
child," the report says. 

Save the Children resear¬ 
chers documented conditions 
for mothers and children in 164 
countries: 43 developed nations 
and 121 in the developing 
world. Germany, Spain and 
Britain ranked just outside the 
top 10 of the index, while the 
United States was 31st, just 
above Luxembourg and Be¬ 
larus.

US sues Deutsche Bank for mortgage fraud 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The US Justice Department sued Ger¬ 
man giant Deutsche Bank yesterday for mortgage fraud, say¬ 
ing the bank illegally obtained government insurance for 
substandard mortgages during the US housing boom. 

Deutsche Bank and its subsidiary MortgagelT ’’repeatedly 
lied to be included in a government program to select mort¬ 
gages for insurance by the government,” the Justice Depart¬ 
ment complaint said. 

’’While Deutsche Bank and MortgagelT profited from the 
resale of these government-insured mortgages, thousands of 
American homeowners have faced default and eviction, and 
the government has paid hundreds of millions of dollars in 
insurance claims, with hundreds of millions of dollars more 
expected in the future,” it said. 

Saudi unlikely to lift oil output quickly, says 
analysts 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Saudi Arabia is unlikely to boost oil 
production quickly to ease the rise of crude prices, because 
it needs high prices for its own increased spending, analysts 
at an international banking think tank said yesterday. 

After producing 8.6 million barrels a day in 2010, the 
world’s leading oil supplier will only kick up production to 
about 8.9 million barrels this year, said analysts at the Wash¬ 
ington-based Institute of International Finance. 

They said Riyadh needs the higher prices to offset its 
sharp increase in spending, an effort aimed in part at assuag¬ 
ing Saudis amid a surge in public unrest across the Middle 
East and North Africa. 

The Saudi government is overwhelmingly dependent on 
income from oil exports to fund its budget, and in December 
economists calculated that expected 2011 spending was 
based on the country earning $70 to $73 dollars a barrel. 

World Bank, AfDB pledge $1 bn to support 
Tunisia 

TUNIS , Tunisia 1 (AFP) - The World Bank and African Deve¬ 
lopment Bank yesterday pledged $1 billion (673 million 
euros) to support Tunisia in its transition following its pop¬ 
ular uprising. 

Tunisia is in transition following a popular uprising that 
forced former president Zine El Abidine Ben Ali to flee the 
country on January 14, ending 23 years in power. It inspired 
similar uprisings across the Arab world, including in Egypt 
and Libya. 

An interim government is running the country and elec¬ 
tions for a constituent assembly are due July 24. 



Summary of the Bulletin for the fourth quarter of 2010 


ORANJESTAD - The Central 
Bank of Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cludes in its Quarterly Bulletin 
of the fourth quarter of 2010 
that, based upon available in¬ 
dicators, the economy of 
Aruba continued to show signs 
of a recovery, albeit at a slow 
pace. Overall business senti¬ 
ment improved for the second 
quarter in a row. Stay-over 
tourism also performed some¬ 
what better in the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 2010, growing by 0.6 
percent. For 2010 as a whole, 
the number of stay-over visi¬ 
tors expanded by 1.6 percent, 
basically the result of a 1.5 per¬ 
cent rise in tourists from the 
United States, whereby strong 
growth in some other markets, 
including Brazil and the 
United Kingdom, comple¬ 
mented the outcome. 

Developments in the con¬ 
struction sector indicate a more 
positive outlook. Construction 
activities are likely to increase 
in the near future, fueled by the 
restart of the oil refinery acti¬ 
vities and other important con¬ 
struction projects (e.g., Ritz 
Carlton hotel and the Linear 
Park). 

Merchandise trade data 
show that the trade deficit 
widened by Afl. 54.0 million 
or 12.3 percent to Afl. 493.1 
million. Increased imports of 
machinery, base metals and 


transport equipment were the 
main contributing factors to 
this broadened outcome, a de¬ 
velopment in line with the 
more optimistic outlook in the 
construction sector. 

The average price level 
recorded during the fourth 
quarter of 2010 was 0.6 per¬ 
cent lower than that recorded a 
year earlier. The 12-month 
average inflation rate 
amounted to 2.1 percent at the 
end of the fourth quarter of 
2010. As a result, the real ex¬ 
change rate against the US dol¬ 
lar went up by 0.5 percentage 
point, indicating a slight dete¬ 
rioration in Aruba’s competi¬ 
tive position vis-a-vis the 
United States. 

Money supply contracted 
by Afl. 87.0 million because of 
an Afl. 119.9 million net out¬ 
flow of foreign funds, while 
the domestic component of the 
money supply expanded by 
Afl. 32.9 million. The interest 
rate margin (the difference be¬ 
tween the weighted average in¬ 
terest rate on new loans and the 
weighted average interest rate 
on new deposits) rose to 8.5 
percent, associated with inte¬ 
rest rate increases in both com¬ 
mercial and individual loans. 
The commercial banking sec¬ 
tor’s prudential ratios conti¬ 
nued to show adequate levels, 
including high solvency and 


liquidity ratios. 

The government’s financial 
deficit on a cash basis 
amounted to Afl. 116.9 million 
in the quarter under review, 
78.2 percent higher than in 

2009. Tax revenues fell by 
13.7 percent, while total ex¬ 
penditure (on a cash basis) de¬ 
creased by 7.3 percent. 
Expressed as a percentage of 
GDP, total government debt 
reached 55.2 percent at the end 
of December 2010. 

The balance of payments 
posted an Afl. 119.9 million 
deficit in the final quarter of 

2010, resulting in an equiva¬ 
lent net outflow of funds to 
abroad. The main factors con¬ 
tributing to this net outflow 
were the higher imports of the 
oil sector related to the prepa¬ 
rations for the restart of the re¬ 
fining activities at the Valero 
refinery and increased pay¬ 
ments of dividends, particu¬ 
larly by the hotel sector, out of 
profits made in previous years. 

The Quarterly Bulletin also 
contains several articles with, 
respectively, an overview of 
the developments in the finan¬ 
cial sector, the 2009 results of 
the portfolio investment sur¬ 
vey, and the first results of the 
new credit conditions survey 
showing the credit institutions’ 
expectations on lending de¬ 
mand. 


IMF predicts growth of 4.75 % in Latin 
America in 2011 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - The International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) pre¬ 
dicted growth of 4.75% in 
Latin America for 2011 and 
warned of risks of overheat¬ 
ing, according to a report pre¬ 
sented yesterday in Mexico 
City. 

’’Latin America continues 
growing at a vigorous rhythm 
backed by a strong increase 
in internal demand,” the IMF 
said in the presentation of the 
report on regional financial 
perspectives. 

’’But the region is experi¬ 
encing an excess of stimulus 
measures, which brings risks 
of overheating.” 

The estimate of 4.75% 
growth is slightly above an 
IMF figure released in April 


of 4.7%. 

Latin America saw growth 
of six percent in 2010. 

The IMF said that high 
prices of raw materials and 
favorable conditions for ex¬ 


ternal financing were giving 
a boost to regional growth, 
”in some cases at a faster 
rhythm than some economies 
are prepared to manage.”

second-round playoff series. 

In addition to the defeat on 
their home court, the Bulls 
saw Most Valuable Player can¬ 
didate Derrick Rose limp off at 
the end of the contest after he 
twisted an ankle when he 
stepped on Jamal Crawford's 
foot in the waning seconds. 

"I should be OK," Rose 
said after he was helped off 
the court. "I'll probably get 
treatment right now, go 
home, get some more treat¬ 
ment and be ready to go for 
Wednesday." 

The defeat spoiled a night 
that the Bulls opened by cel¬ 
ebrating coach Tom Thi¬ 


bodeau's achievement in 
being named NBA Coach of 
the Year. 

The Hawks put Chicago 
on the defensive early, jump¬ 
ing to a quick lead. 

The Bulls rallied to go up 
by as many as six points in 
the third quarter before At¬ 
lanta engineered a 15-2 scor¬ 
ing run spanning the third 
and fourth quarters. 

Johnson was key, draining 
three three-pointers and 
scored 11 points in the surge, 
which saw the Hawks take an 
80-71 lead with less than 11 
minutes to play. 

"I just want to come out 
and be aggressive and make 
plays," Johnson said. "Col¬ 
lectively, as a team, we've 
been great in the postseason. 
We've approached every 
game with intensity." 

Johnson was superb, mak¬ 
ing 12 of his 18 shots, includ¬ 
ing all five of his attempts 
from three-point range. 

Crawford scored 22 points 
and Jeff Teague, starting for in¬ 
jured Kirk Hinrich, added 10. 

Rose scored 24 points for 
Chicago, making just 11 of 
his 27 attempts from the 
field. 

Chicago will try to get 
back on track when they host 
game two tonight.

World Cup final in South 
Africa - ruled in United's 
favour when he gave them a 
penalty against Liverpool in an 
FA Cup tie earlier this season. 

That led to Ryan Babel 
posting a mocked-up picture 
of the Yorkshireman wearing a 
United shirt on Twitter, a ges¬ 
ture that saw the Dutchman
